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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's RCE received on November 3, 2008. 

2. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-8 and 12-14 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 9-11, 15 and 1 6 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 9-11, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Goldstein (4,477,037). 

Regarding claim 9, Goldstein discloses, among other things, an apparatus 
comprising: 

a pole (62) having first and second ends; 

a sleeve (76), disposed on the pole toward the first end of the pole; 

a plug (68, 70) disposed on the pole (plug 68 disposed toward the second end); 

a plate (72, 74) disposed on the pole (plate 72 disposed toward the second end) 
and the pole is on both sides of the plate; 

a second set of holes in the sleeve (holes located on both side of the sleeve) 
arranged to receive a member (80) perpendicular to the pole; 

the spool (60) on the pole; and 

a grip (64, 66) inline with the spool. 
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Goldstein further discloses: 

Regarding claims 10-11, a second set of holes (Figures 5 & 6 show the holes 
located on the sleeve and pole) along the pole (correspond to the holes on the sleeve) 
arranged to receive a member perpendicular to the pole; 

Regarding claims 15-16, a brake assembly (62, 64, 66 72, 74, 76 - column 4, 
lines 10-14) disposed toward the first end of the pole; and 

wherein the brake assembly communicates with the spool (60). 

It should be pointed out that Goldstein also discloses other embodiments which 
may be applicable to the claimed invention. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed November 3, 2008 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
